Paducah, Ky., with H. H. Loving as pres- 
ident, Mr. ‘Loving has ceased his connec- 
tion with the Company and is now in At- 
Janta with the Equitable Loan and Se- 
curity Company. 

The attorneys for the one hundred cit- 
wens first took out warrants for Akers 
& Cox and for H. H. Loving, before Jus- 
tice Ormond, Mrs. Haynes being the pros- 
ecutor. She is among the one hunded 
citizens. The defendants were bound 
over in bonds of $300 each on the charge 
of violating the act of 1904 which re- 
quires a deposit of $20,000 from every 
investment company before a license is 
jiesued. 

The comptroller general, it is said, has 
ruled that the people’s Home Purchas- 
ing Company is not an investment com- 
pany but a building loan association, and 
therefore not subject to the $20,000 de- 
posit. This position is combatted by 
the one hundred citizens and their law- 
yers.

The next step taken against the Peo- 
ple's Home Purchasing Company was the 
Aung of a petition at Paducah for a ro- 
ceiver.

The parties who attempted the deed are 
Mrs. Hattle Patterson, of Atlanta; Mrs. 
Ella Alexander, whom Mrs. Patterson 
says is her mother, and whom, it is 
claimed, conducts a boarding house at

122 Central avenue, in Atlanta, and a

It seems that Mrs. Patterson surrender- 
ed the baby girl to Leatherwood, Who 
adopted it in regular form. Later Mrs, 
Patterson desired to recover ’ possession 
of the child and entered court proceed- 
ings. but failed twice in the legal at- 
tempt. 

On yesterday Mrs. Patterson, Mrs. 
Alexander and Dr. Allen came up in a 
.wo-horse team from Atlanta, driven by 
a negro. They made their way to the 
home of Leatherwood, near Villa Rica, 
snatched up the child and. made off with 
it hastily, proceeding toward this city, 
where they expected to take the traln 
for Atlanta. On arrival they found the 
train had passed and Sheriff Ragsdale, of 
Paulding county, waiting for them ‘with 
warrants. They were placed under arrest 
and lodged in jail, where they remained 
until this morning. 

Accompanied by the sheriff, the parties 
were driven to the scene of abduction, 
where an investigation was held. The 
outeonté of the affair will be. watched 
with interest.

at Philadelphia, 


“Boss” Israel Durham and Other 
Members of the Republican Ring 
May Be Implicated—Mayor 
‘Weaver Conferring with 
His Counsel. 


Philadelphia, June 16.—Additional ar- 
rests are expected ds a result of the 
startling disclosures made yesterday in 
the case of the select Councflman Frank 
H. Caven, who is under $2,500 bail on 
charges of being unlawfully interested in 
the city contracts. Until an early hour 
today Mayor Weaver was in conference 
with two of his legal advisors and ex- 
Judge Gordon and Joseph A. Auerbach, 
of New York, representing the commit- 
tee of seventy in the city reform organi- 
zation. 

Mr. Durham and James P. McNichol 
came up from Atlantic City today. Sena- 
tor McNichol said: ‘‘Up to the present 
time the total amount of filtration con- 
tracts that have beem awarded my firm 
aggregate $12,660,000. We are funder 
bonds of $8,000,000 for the proper ful- 
fillment of specifications of those con- 
tracts. This bond wf ours continues in 
force for five years after the completion 
of our contracts. I say again that the 
work speaks for itself and that every 
detail connected with trose contracts is 
open to the fullest investigation.“ 

He declared that he knew nothing 
about any warrant for his arrest. 

Former Secretary of War Root, of 
counsel for Mayor Weaver, arrived here 
this afternoon from New York and went 
immediately to the city hall, where he 
went into conference with the mayor 
and the advisory board of fourteen citi- 
zens.

ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS LEAGUE. 


Alabamans Organize To Fight the 
Great White Plague. 
Montgomery, Ala., June 16.—(Special.)— 
A meeting of the dnti-tuberculosis cam- 
paign committee, appointed at the con- 
vention here on June 6, was held here 
tonight at the office of Dr. W. M. Wil 
kerson, and a state anti-tuberculdsis 

league was formed.

BRIEF TIME LIMIT 
FOR THE ARMISTICE

Russia Has Indicated That M. Neli- 
doff Will Head Her Mission, 
and It Is Understood That 
Japan Will Send Mar- 
quis Ito. 


Washington, June 16.—Alone on the 
plains of Manchuria, midway between 
the two great armies, the Russian aad 
Japanese commanders will meet to sign 
the armistice which will pave the way 
tor the Washington conference if the 
present ftentatTVe programme is followed. 
itixchanges on this point are now in 
progress between Tokio and St. Peters- 
burg, via Washington, but no final con- 
Clusion fies been reached. It was first 
thought a preliminary protocol might be 
signed at Washington providing for a 
temporary cessation of hostilities, but in 
view of tue fact that this concerns di- 
rectly Tie armies in the field, it is b:>- 
lleved tnat the belligerents will agroe 
that arrangement of the armistice be 
best enkrusted to Linevitch and Oyama, 
the respective commanders in chief, who 
in such event would be telegraphed spe- 
Cial powers to sign. The time limit for 
the arMistice has not been fixed, but It 
wHl be comparatively brief, that ne 
progress ok the conference may be as- 
sisted as much as possible. 

Nelidoff for Russia, 

Prior to the signing of armistice, how- 
ever, wirf come the official announcement 
of the Russian and Japanese plenipo- 
fenttaries. Russia has indicated that her 
miseson will be headed by M. Nelidoff, 
the stussian ambassador at Paris, and it 
is understood that the Japanese emperor 


‘has réquésted Matquls Tto to head he 


Japanese mission, although the distin- 
guished present of the privy cditncil, 
so far as is known here, has not final.y 
accepted. Oniy his health would cause 
him to decline, in Which event Field Mar- 
snal Yamagata probably would be select- 
ed in fis place. Neither country nas 
Suggested fhe names of the other plent- 
potentiafies, nor has the number been 
agreed upon, though the belief tonight ir 
that tnere will be three on à side. 

With Marquis Ito fis believed will 
come some other great statesman, of 
Japan who bas had wide diplomatic ex- 
perience, and Mr, Takahira, the Japanese 
minister, it fs suggested here, may be 
numed as fhe third plenipotentiary. I? 
the entire mission is selected from Tokio, 
the Japanese minister at Washington un- 
daoubtedly will be designated the ranking 
adviser of the mission. The selection of 
Mr. Takahira as one of her plentipoten- 
tlaries would be distinctly acceptable tc 
the officials here, 

Should Mr. Takahira be placed on the 
mission, the chances are M. Nelidoff will 
be accompanied by a second plenipoten- 
tiary from Nussla, and would be joined 
in Washington by Baron Rosen, the new 
Russian ambassador, who will sail for 
this country June 28, and who through 
his two tours of duty at Tokio is thor- 
oughly familiar with Asiatic politics. 
It is said, moreover, that with the ex- 
veption of General Kuropatkin, few Rus- 
sians possess the confidence of the Jap- 
anese to a greater degree than Baron 
Rosen. 

Language at the Conference. 

Another important detail which has been 
aubject of informal conversations at the 
white house is the language to be used 
at the conference. Russia will ask that 
the French language be used; Japan will 
express a preference for English and in 
recognition of the courtesies to be ex- 
tended the  plenipotentiaries by the 
Washington government, diplomatists be- 
lieve that the English language, if not 
accepted as the official language of the 
conference, will de used jointly with 
French, the proceedings of the conference 
being recorded in both tongues. Had 
the conference been held in Europe, 
French undoubtedly would have been 
used on the ground that it is there recog- 
nized as the diplomatic tongue. The 
United States, however, has never 80 
recognized it. This government insisted 
on the use of English in the recent pro- 
ceedings of the Venezuelan case at The 
Hague, though French was also used by 
some of the representatives. 

No date has yet been fixed for the 
convening of the conference. There are 
many official papers, coples of whiea 
must be furnished to the plenipotentiaries. 
The copying itself will require some 
weeks. Before leaving their respective 
capitals the Russian and Japanese mis- 
sions will be received by their sovereigns 
and handed their credentigis. The ex- 
change of these powers will constitute the 
initial formality after the plenipotentia- 
ries enter the conference room.

“Some people think it is the same old 
hue and cry that has been made year 
after year,“ he said, but they wil] soon 
see that it is an entirely different thin“ 
this time, and that the charges I have 
brought against.the department will bear 
fruit. 

“I received a message stating that the 
evidence could be secured against the 


man or men who had altered the figures | 


of the cotton statisties, and I left for 
New Tork on the first train. Getting re- 
liable lawyers to help: me, I soon found 
that I had the information 1 wanted, and 
wired President Harvie Jordan, of the 
Southern Cotton Association, that I had 
enough evidence to convict. 

“I wag instructed to push the charges, 
and 1 went to. Washington.» Arriving 
there, I sent my card to Secretary Wil- 
son, of the agricultural department, and 
was received by him. 

“I can’t say my welcome was any too 
warm. Secretary Wilson is an old man, 


his men under him were as honest and 
straightforward as he. It simply did me 
good to see how loyal he was, and how 
scrupulously straightforward. 

The information I brought nim cut him 
to the quick. Not that he did not want 
to do his duty or that he did not want 
to rid his department of all possible 
traces of fraud, but simply because he 
hated to know that men he had trusted 
had been so unworthy ot that trust. 

T had brought with me from. New 
York four brokers, who swore positively 
that they had received tips that came 
from the department ahead of the time 
the report was given to the public. 

Figures Are Altered. 

„The matter stands this way. I got 
information indisputable: that a certain 
man or men bad altered the figures of 
the statistical bureau so as to hurt cot- 
ton producers, consumers and legitimate 
traders, and to help the few gambling 
speculators. — 

“In addition to this, I found that the 
man or men gave out tips in regard to 
what the report would be in advance of 
the report to the public itself. One can 
readily see what the result would be in 
such cases. 

“With this proof in hand, E. S. Holmes, 
Jr., first assistant statistician, who was 
acting chief statistician in the absence 
of John Hyde in Europe, was suspended 
by Secretary . Wilson, 
further action.

ARE EXECUTED 


Harvey Smith, John Collier and 
Will Jackson hanged, 


Noose Slipped from Neck of: Smith 


I'm 


Decatur, Ala., June 16.— Harvey Smith, 
John Collier and Will Jackson, colored, 


were hanged in the jail yard here this 
afternoon. 

Troops were present as a precautionary 
measure, but there was no disorder. 
Smith and Collier were hanged for the 
murder of Miss Bell Bloodworth; and 
Jackson for the murder of Officer E. L. 
Steele. Two thousand people surrounded 
the jail during the execusion. The three 
men were hanged together, but when 
the drop fell the knot slipped on Smith's 
neck and he dropped to the ground, cry- 
ing out: 

Thank God, I am free; 
tree! 

He was picked up in a semi- conscious 
condition and hanged a second time, the 
rope drawing so taut that it cut deep 
into his flesh. Smith was practically un- 
conscious when the drop fell the second 
time, and had to be held up on the scaf- 
fold as the rope was adjusted. 

Both Smith and Collier protested their 
Innocence to the last, while Jackson 
claimed he killed Officer Steele in self- 
defense. 


For Killing Miss Bloodworth. 


Smith and Collier were convicted of as- 
saulting and killing Miss Belle Blood- 
worth, a popular and well known young 
lady of Decatur. The boldness of the 
crime startled the whole state. Miss 
Bloodworth was at the store of Mr. 
Wilkinson in the afternoon about dark 
and telephoned her home telling her 
mother she was on her way home. One 
of the negroes was at the store at the 
time and the testimony showed that the 
two followed her for several squares and 
then, when she was near a dark street, 
but almost in the heart of the city, they 
attacked her. 

She evidently gave them a hard fight 
for her life, for the ground around the 
spot was torn up considerably. When 
Miss Belle did not get home in some ‘ime 
her mother became anxious and began 
inquiries. A search was made and the 
dead and truised body of the young ady 
was found in a yard near the place where 
she wae attacked. Posses were imme- 
diately C.yeanized. No trace could be 
found. Large rewards were offered and 
special de.ectives came from all over 
the country. After some time a clew 
was secured, and after working faith- 
fully for some time, the two negroes wers 
arrested. They were not carried to De- 
catur because they would have been 
lynched, They were sent to Birmingham. 
They were carried to Decatur for trial 
under escort of the military and they 
were again escorted by the military to 
their death. a 


Orime of Jackson. 


While the people of Decatur were still 
talking of the murder of Miss Blood 
worth, Will Jackson, a negro, shot and 
killed Officer E. L. Steele, who was car- 
rying him to the lock up. Jackson was 
arrested on the charge of belng a vagrant 
and while en route to jail he snatched 
the officer’s pistol] and shot him through 
the brain. Several people caught nim 
before he could escape. He was also 
carried to Birmingham for safe-keeping. 
All three were convicted at a special 
term of the court.

Prendergast, of New York, former secre- 
tary of the association, delivered an ad- 
dress on An Enduring National Bank- 
ruptcy System.”

4. Consuls must be familiar with either 
the French, German, Spanish or Chinese 
language, and possess a knowledge of 
the natural, jndustrial and commercial 
resources of the United States, with ref- 
erence to the’ possibilities, of increasing 
and extending the trade of the United 
States with foreign countries to which 
they are accredited, 

5. Tenure of office to continue 
during efficiency and conduct of 
highest grade. 

6. Complete Americanization 
consular service. 

The secretary was directed to forward 
copies of the resolution to each membe: 
of the senate and house of representa- 
tives at Washington. 


Law as to Names. 

The committee also offered a resolution 
recommending that steps be taken in ‘he 
various states to secure the enactment 
of laws designed to regulate the carrying 
on of business under an assumed or 
fictitious name, 

The report of the specia’ ‘mittee on 
fire insurance says that effort has 
been made to encourage the carrying 91 
fire insurance by merchants. That many 
merchants fail to do so is a matter o1 
common knowledge. It is suggested that 
the national legislative committee eo- 
operate with local committees in en- 
deavoring to prevent so-called Wilde 
insurance companies from doing business 
in the several states and territories.

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Interesting “Experience” Meet- 
ing Held at Lithia Springs 


Advantages Sure To Follow in Wake 
of Organization Discussed at 


Lithia Springs, Ga., June !6.—(Staff 
Correspondence.)—The last session of the 
Georgia Cotton Seed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion was held today and most of the 
time was given @Gver to what was com- 
monly called an “experience” meeting. 
The wonderfyl opportunities offered in 


the way of cotton seed products and the 


growing demand for these products in 
foreign -countriés. 

But most of all, the time of the final] 
session was devoted to the certain ad- 
vantages sure to follow in the wake of 
the permanent organizaflon just per- 
fected, 

These advantages were discussed in a 
way that showed beyond doubt the shar- 
ing of these advantages on the part of 
the farmers of Georgia. In other states 
where similar organizations had been in 
effect. the farmers had looked at first 
rather skepfically on the organization. 
This was very shortly dispelled because 
of the practical’ benefits which came 
their way. 

One of the important efforts of the or- 
ganization will be to bring before the 
mers and general public the tremen- 
sous possibilities offered in the way of 
home markets. By many speakers facts 
were brought out showing that the citi- 
zens of Georgia, the cotton growers in- 
cluded, were today purchasing cotton 
seed products from Chicago. The cot- 
ton seed, it was stated, was shipped 
from Georgia and other southern states 
to Chicago and other cities, there to be 
worked into different kinds of cotton 
seed products, richly labeled with gilt 
and multi-colored names and then ship- 
ped back ‘to Georgia again and sold to 
the citizens of this commonwealth, . in- 
cluding the cotton growers. 

By such processes, not only was the 
price of cotton seed kept Jow, but the 
freight rates both ways, the profits of 
the manufacturer in Chicago and other 
cities and the profits and .expenses of a 
middle man were added by the time the 
cotton seed product was placed on the 
retail market. With Georgia and south- 
ern states supplying these same products 
to the consumer direct, the price or nme 
material was, of course, vastly higher. 

Benefit of Organization. 

In states where similar organizations to 
that just perfected at Lithia Springs ex- 
ists, these facts had been presented to 
the general public through the press 
and as a result the products were re- 
tailed at a much lower price, while the 
farmer was paid a higher price for nis 
seed. The shipping into Georgia of prod- 
ucts named and sold as western butter 
was given by many as a notable exam- 
ple. Soaps were also presented and pur- 
chased by Georgians at prices sufficient 
to provide for extra expenses and profits 
as described. 

While the Georgia organizat.on will 
look to the securing of the best prices 
in foreign markets and the enlarging of 
a tremendous commerce in cotton sted 
products. it is certain that the mutual 
advantages of the manufacturer, grower 
and consumer in a home market wil 
be among the first active steps taken 
by the arganization. 

The constantly growing demand for 
cotton seed products, the new discoveries 
that were being made in this industry, 
and the acceptance on the part of the 
general public regarding the advantages 
of these products were enumerated again 
and again. Facts were brought out that 
the millmen wanted to cooperate with 
and not antagonize the farmers’ inter- 
ests. Where farmers were actually mak- 
ing and placing on the market the best 
brands of real butter, the mill men 
wanted to further their efforts. But 
when it came to shipping cotton seed 
enly to see them return in tire shape 
and undet the label of ‘“‘westerg butter.’ 
right then and there was where the mill 
men of Georgia believed that steps should 
be taken to remedy thig imposition; espe- 
cially since in this particular the farm- 
ers would themselves be the first bene- 


fited. 
Wider Education Needed. 

Wider education on the part of the 
people in using cotton seed products for 
cooking was another reason given for the 
growing demand for this southern mate- 
rial. Not only were connoisseurs ge- 
knowledging its preference from the view- 
point of the best results in foods, but 
what was vastly more important, the pub- 
lic. was beginning to realize the purity 
or lard made in this way over the lard 
made from hogs handled in such 4 way 
that the every portion of a porker was 
utilized. Statements were made that 
many were sdrboudly considering this 
menace and its remedy, and only a mo- 
ment’s study was sufficient to secure a 
disciple of the pure cotton seed method 
over the pig proposition. 

New converts were being made along 
these lines every day, with the prospects 
of a general epidemic for healthy cooking 
materials, numbering millions of cooks 
and Consumers, with the advantageous 
results to southern cotton growers and 
mill men too apparent to need more than 
mere mention. The advantages accruing 
through cooperation with interstate asso- 
clations and the southern association, 
headed by President Jordan. were also 
discussed at considerable length. 

Social and fraternal relations between 
the members was enthusiastically stated 
to be of the greatest benefit, and the 
happy selection of officers, headed by 
President Thornton and all of his asso- 
ciates, with Treasurer Thomas Eggie- 
ston as minister of finance,” 
denced in many ways.

Uniform Salaries. 


“Salaries should be commensurate with 
the character and market value of the 
service performed and uniform for simi- 
lar service in all departments; 

“Government supplies, except such as 
are required to meet emergencies or for 
should be 
standardized and purchased through a 
centnal purchasing office, It is the duty 


of the accounting and auditing officers 


to facilitate executive work. Fiscal re- 
strictions or regulations should not in- 
terfere with executive discretion, should 
be unifrom and should be as few and 
simple as igs consistent with accuracy and 
safety. Systems of bookkeeping and ac- 
counting should conform to the most 
approved modern business methods. 

“The existence of any method, stan- 
dard, custom or practice is no reason for 
its continuance v ben a better is offered. 

The comparative cost of all work for 
which cost keeping is possible should be 
ascertained as between officers and de- 
partments and as between the govern- 
ment and private enterprise, and should 
be followed by the adoption of standards 
of cost. 

“There should be systematic interde- 
partmental cooperation in the use of ex- 
pert or technica] knowledge. The busi- 
ness methods of the different depart- 
ments should be substantially uniform. In 
the adoption of methods and the per- 
formance of work, every step which is 
not clearly indispensible should be elimi- 
nated. 

„As between the adoption of a uniform 
standard and the actual efficiency of 
any office, the former must yield. 

“No recommendation for change should 
be made until after full consultation 
with all executive offices affected. 

“There should be published an official 
gazette to contain all executive orders, 
statements of changes in organiaztion or 
personnel, reports of important work be- 
gun, in progress or completed by any 
department, advertisements of all gov- 
ernment contracts, all legal notices not 
required to be published locally, notices 
of coming civil service examinations, etc. 


Brevity in Correspondence. 

“A resolute effort should be made to 
secure brevity in correspondence and the 
elimination of useless letter writing. In 
all branches of the government there is 
a tendency greatly to increase unneces- 
sary and largely perfunctory letter writ- 
ing. In the army and navy, the jncrease 
of paper work is a serious menace to 
the efficiency of fighting officers, who 
are oftem required by bureaucrats to 
spend time in making reports which 
they should spend in increasing the 
efficiency of the battle ships or regi- 
ment under them. As regards this mat- 
ter, you will please confer with the as- 
sistant secretaries of the war and navy 
departments and 1 * them to sub- 
mit to me a scheme for doing away with 
the evils referred to. In the civil de- 
partments the abuse of letter writing 
amounts not merely to the waste of 
time of the government servant respon- 
sible for it, but also to the impeding 
of public business. 

“Please consider also the matter of en- 
forcing accountability for property.” 

It is officially pointed out that the 
committe’s work is not to discover 
irregularities or to criticise the business 
of any officer or individual, but to ex- 
amine business methods as outlined. 

Two Radical Changes. 

In connection with the prospective 
work of the committee, Secretary Shaw 
today announced two quite radical 
changes in methods of making disburse- 
ments. Disbursing officers are required 
to make requisitions for the amount of 
money needed to cover semi-monthly pay- 
ments, In practice they nearly always 
ask an amount somewhat in excess, but 
the secretary has directed the treasurer 
hereafter to require the pay rolls to be 
presented and to regulate payment when- 
ever the check calls for an amount in 
excess of the pay roll. 

He also has ordered all salary pay- 
ments in the treasury department and 
the department of commerce and labor, 
except in a few stated cases, to be made 
by disbursing officers checks’ instead of 
cash.

Receiver Declares Income Is In- 
sufficient {o Support It 


It Is Proposed To Sell Some Hart cf 
the Lithia Springs Property in 
Order That Outstanding 
Claims May Be 
Met. 


A sale of property belonging to the 
Marsh estate, in order that the receiver, 
J. H. Nunnally, may continue the busi- 
ness of the heirs entrusted to him by 
is now being sought by the 
receiver through the courts. 

Since taking charge of the estate Re- 
ceiver Nunnally has given it a careful 
investigation. His inquiry shows, it is 
stated, that the Habilities now demand- 
ing attention are far in excess of the 
assets that may be quickly realised. and 
He comes to the courts with a request 
that he be allowed to enhance those quick 
assets by a sale in order that the ac- 
cumulations of the late E. W. Marsh 
during his lifetime may come to his 
heirs as near complete as the late E. W. 
Marsh left it. 

Finding that the outstanding indebted- 
ness to general creditors is between $77,- 
500 and $80,000. not including specific 
legacies under the will amounting 0 
about $7,000, nor the sum claimed by Mr. 
St. Amand as executor, aggregating, as is 
shown to be, about $25,000, nor the fees 
by attorneys and other expenses to be 
fixed by the couet which will run the 
total aggregate to within a fraction over 
$100,000, the paper declares that the 
income producing property of the estate 
will not within itself more than pay the 
running expenses, to say nothing of re- 
ducing tie ialebtedness. Then the dec- 
laration shows that the income producing 
property consists wholly of the sale of tne 
spring water. The amount derived from 
the sale of lithia water reaches annually 
something like $27,000.

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The water board held a special meeting 
yesterday afternoon to consider à report 

of a committee on a paper that had been 
submitted to the board by General Man- 
ager Woodward. In that paper the gen- 
eral manager set forth the needs of the 
water department, and sald that the im- 
provements were wanted at once. 


000 was needed, and if a private 1 
had the department it would expend 
$1,000,000 in improvements. 

It was the sense of the board that the 
whole matter should be laid before the 
city council, where the responsibility 
should rest. An election for more water 


bonds was required; and the water board} 


in a resolution asked that the council 
appoint a special committee of three to 
take the matter up. If council decides 
to hold an election for an issue of water 
bonds, the city charter will have to be 
amended by an act of the legislature 
when it meets next month. 

The paper from General Manager Wood- 
ward follows: 

Hon. J. W. Kilpatrick; Chairman Spe- 
clal Committee Water Board: In view 
of the fact that your cOmmittee was ap- 
pointed on April 19 to e the 
needs of the water department in refer- 
ence to the necessary additions and im- 
provements to the system, I desire to 
call your 1 to several matters that 
I consider of great importance. 

Main from River to Reservoir. 


“The necessity for another and larger 
main from the river station to the reser- 


voir is so apparent that it seems to me 


that no argument would be necessary to 
convince the counci} of this fact. With 
the present ‘main it is a hard matter now 
to keep the reservoir supplied with water, 
and it is possible that H the consumption 
of water increases much more during this 
year the board will be compelled to stop 
making new taps, cut off all the. large 
consumers and manufacturing plants, and 
All outside use of water, to enable us to 
furnish water for the domestic, sanitary 
and fire service inside the city. Such a 
policy I think would be ruinous. With- 
out another main, next summer it will 
be impossible to deliver the water in the 
reservoir as rapidly as it will be taken 
out and pumped into the city. I cannot 
see how the city council would put the 
board in such a position as not to en- 
able them to give the city the proper 
88 when their attention is called 
o It. 


Additional Pump at No. 2 Station. 


“The consumption of water in the city 
is increasing rapidly; so rapidly, in fact, 
that it will soon be impossible for us to 
furnish fire service from No. 2 station 
with the present pumping capacity. We 
are now using two pumps dally (the 
fifteen million and one of the ten million 
gallon pumps); and at times they are 
pumping at the rate of twenty million or 
more gallons. As it is dangerous to put 
fre pressure on these pumps when run- 
ning near their guaranteed capacity, it 
will soon become necessary to put in the 
third pump at times during the day. This 
would leave us without any reserve in 
case of accident to either one of the 
pumps. I therefore respectfully suggest 
that another pump of at least fifteen 
million gallons daily capacity be installed 
at this station as soon as possible. And. 
as it will take practically two years to 
bufld and install a pump of this size, 
the matter should be brought to the at- 
te Klon of the council at once, 


Additional Main to City? 


The time is rapidly approaching when 
it will be impossible to furnish fife pres- 
sure even with the new pump added, and 
it will be impossible to furnish fire pres- 
main from this station into the center ot 
the city, and allow no taps to be made 
on it, but make tt à pipe reservoir to 
distribute water to the mains already 
laid in the city. And it may eventually 
become necessary to erect an additional! 
pumping station in the city, if the de- 
partment is expected to furnish adequate 
fire service and water to our tall build- 
ings; otherwise the fire department wii) 
have to rely absolutely on fire engines 
with which to fight fires. This . wouid 
make a large expenditure necessary to 
purchase and maintain fire engines suffi- 
ecient to make the department effective, 
and keep it up to its present standard. 

Large Mains in City. 

“There are many streets in the con- 
gested districts of the city, that is the 
business and manufacturing sections, 
where the mains are too small to furnish 
both fire and domestic service. There 
is now great complaint in several locali- 
tles of a lack of pressure, and the 
trouble they have in getting water in 
tanks of tall buildings at night. Dur- 
ing the day it is impossible to deliver 
the water as heretofore, on account of 
the lack of pressure caused by the t 
consump ing on in these localities. 
This small pipe should be removed and 
replaced with larger mains. The small 
pipe could be used in outside districts. 


New Reservoir. 


“The pipe connections around the new 
reservoir and connections to coagulating 
basin, the building of the intake and 
overflow tower, and all the work neces- 
sary to put the reservoir in a condition 
to use, after the county gets through 
with the grading and excavation, will 
involve the expenditure ofa consicerable 
amount of money.
